That the Divine Spirit hath put an Honour upon 
the Number Fifteen, in chuſing it for the Day of the 
ſo ſolemn Feaſt of T aberwacles, which he made a great 
Type of his. Kjngdew, as appears by the. moſt awful 
reading the Law on an i»dicted Time 1n' it, mn the Year 
of Releaſe, Dear. 31. 10. Adorning it with Paradiſiac 
Appearance in the moſt goodly Boughs, and by the Pro- 
pherick, Repreſentation of the ſtate of the Kingdom of 
Chriſt, under the keeping. that Feaſt, Zech. 14. 16, 
and the Miſery of thoſe who are ſhut for- ever gut of- 
that Kingdam, in their not keeping it, and the pecu- 
lar mention of it in theViſion of Ezekze/'s glorious Tem- 
ple, Ezek. 45. 25. EI 

But that he hath choſen it in this Line of Time, is 
the. Buſineſs now in hand, and to be made out bes. 
yond .ContradiQion ; far the whole Twenty ſeven huss 
dred thirty is all compoſed of Fifteens: Some peculiar 
Parts of it are given in fuch Numbers, as Fall into 
Fifteens of themfelves , as 390, 1260, 1290, 1335, each 
of which deſerve great Conſideration: The. Three 
hundred Nizery, as the Firſt Part of the Lize of Tome, 
hath this peculiar Remark; That as it is the Firſt Part, 
ſo it gives Meaſure and Frame to the whole : For as 
it is tape compos'd of Indifons, So it is moſt ob- 
ſervable; Three . Hundred Ninety multiplycd by the 
Number Seves, of which Scripture makes ſo great Uſe 
in all Things, and in all Prephecy ; both on Accounts of 
Mercy, of Grace, and of paniſhment for A LS?” 


| 20 fay the Firſt Three Fiandred Ninety multiplied by 


Seven, makes up the whole Prophetical Line of Twenty 
ſeven Hundred Thirty, and fo caſts all into Indittions,. 
or Fifteevs, as any one moderately sﬆkilYd in Accoun- 
tancy, will eafily find. 

In the 7hirteen hundred thirty froe,the End, and ſhut- 
\ ting up of the whole Line, in the Fulneſs of all Times; 
There is, as I may humbly exprefs, a Care and Dili- 
gence, and even an Induſtry of the Divine Spirit, to 
compoſe it into Tudiftions, or Fifteens. For in the rwelve 
hundred and fixty, as the whole is all' Indidtion, 
ſo each Diviſion 1s accing to indicted Time ; 
T7me, or one Time 362 Years: Two Times, or one T zme 
doubl'd, 720 Years. One time halv*d, or 180 Y. each is 
perfeftIndittional,and fo the Hebrew firſt gave itits Style 
v0: And thatthe Prophetick Spirit might awaken us 
to know, All is inte#tional, when he makes an Addition 
to 1260, It is. by two /ndidions, or Fifteens, in, 1290. 
When he makes an- Addition to x 290,1t is by Three Fif 
teens, 13353. 
_ - Whoever conſiders theſe Things, can no more think 
This could be by Chance, Then that Things argu'd 
from 'therr Train, Series, and connexion in Creation, 
and Providence, fo bethe Produdts of an infinite Mind, 
could 'be by Chance. Could any one come after the 
Divine Spirit, and find that in his Writings, that he 
had” not laid there ? Or, could He lay them there and 
not know he laid them there himſelf; and could. He be 
ſupposd:to lay them there but as a Depofitum, a Pro- 
phetical Treaſure, prepard for great Ends. and Purpo- 
poſes :.

Hebrew Word, before noted, came.into known and 
publick uſe at a peculiar Time, when Providence 
knew- Prophecy would have need of it: And as In- 
_diftions are conſtituted of the Number Five, which is 
the Number giving ſpring to all Parts of theſe Num- 
bers, and indeed of all the moſt Cardinal Numbers, 
. the whole Compoſure is moſt wonderful of Fives, ſo

The Time then of /#dictions coming into known and 
_publick Uſe, is that time agreed by all Hiſtory, when ' 
the Roman Empire from Pagas, became Chriftian,.un- 
der Conffantine, memorializd, The Great, the. Firſt Chri- 
flian Emperour : Since, which time, it hath continued 
in-uſe at Rome, and in what is 'call'd the Empire, to 
this day: . Now from: its firſt entrance, it had a time 
of ſettlement, .and ot growing into a generally usd'

being fo much declin'd, and fo began the two 
\ Moons af the Gentiles, and' the Witneſſes beginning

both for the Ruine of the Empire, as a Publick Ca- 
lamity, and for the Viſible Beginnings of the Apo- 
| flacy, Andjuſt about the Time when' Providence had 
prepar'd the ſo now univerſally known Language of 
| Hadiflions, or Fifteens of Years, by which Time, Times, 
and Half IndifFed Time,might (had Prophecy been un- 
derſtood) have been certainly known to have Entered, 
viz, Some time between the Gentiſes Prefling in upon 
the Empire, and their having ſettPd into Kingdoms, 
and the Papacy with them. - 4 

Thus the whole Line is fetled upon its Frame of 
Indiftions, as in its general view, but that we may 
more . particularly and diſtinguiſhingly underſtand it, 
and how to diſcern Times by theſe IndiiFjoms, as un- 
der particular Diſtintions of Time, is what I 
would now preſent: For, as if there had beena Line 
of Inditions, and yet no Diſtin&ions in ſo long a Line, 
we could have made by Jxdictions alone, no Judg- 
ment of Time, So if there had not been Indictions, 
wecould not have ſo exa&ly, and affuringly Judg'd of 
the Bounds of Time according .to thoſe DiftinRions, 
in ſome Parts of the Ling. 

That we may therefore: the better Judge hereof, 
we muſt obſerve: This Ivdictions! Line, though fo

this Fluency of the Lize of Time, from the End of the 
Firſt 390, to the Beginning of the 1335, through the 
feveral ſucceſſive 1zdictions, and the ſeveral diſtinative 
Diviſions: of the Line by its Titles of Event upon it, 
as the words going forth, the Weeks, the Time of 
the Seals, is yet by them-kept united, and conjoyn'd 
with it ſelf, while the ſame Indiction takes hold of one 
Part, and of the other in each Diſtintion; and will 
ſhew, how according to the Laws of Indzction, thoſe = 
Years that are not numbred, are to be determined in 
their Numbers: And even in the very Parts of the
